If such results can be had in a

elevation he served In the Greek army 
as a captain of artillery, and was said 
lo have had an excellent military rec- 
ord.

With no expectation that he would 


become king' over his elder brother, 
Alexander had fewer restraints than 
were Imposed on the helr-npparenl and 
was generally popular because of his 
democratic bearing. He became a skil- 
ful and daring automobile driver and 
was fond of sports and athletics.
